Dr.  Fred  W.  Hicks,  President  of 
the  College,  has  announced  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  Wesleyan  Center  for 
Continuing  Studies.  This  center  has 
been  established  to  administer  the  col- 
lege’s Adult  Degree  Program. 

“The  Wesleyan  Adult  Degree  Pro- 
gram is  designed  especially  to  meet 
the  needs  of  adult  women,”  said  Dr. 
McMinn,  Dean  of  the  College.  “We 
feel  that  Wesleyan’s  location,  faculty 
and  tradition  make  her  particularly 
well  equipped  to  offer  this  program 
of  continuing  studies  for  adult 
women.  It  is  a unique  program  in  the 
Middle  Georgia  area  and  we  are 
pleased  to  be  able  to  offer  this  service 
to  a very  important  segment  of  the 
community.” 

The  program  offers  several  options 

•An  Individualized  Degree  Pro- 
gram— a program  for  the  student 
(with  or  without  some  college 
credit)  that  is  tailored  to  fit  her 
needs  and  to  work  with  her 
schedule  while  meeting  the 
necessary  requirements  for  her 
degree. 

•A  Second  Degree  Program — an 
option  whereby  someone  who 
already  has  a college  degree  may 
earn  a second  degree  in  a new  ma- 
jor by  just  taking  the  major 
courses  required. 

•Teacher  Certification  Program— a 
program  that  will  enable  a student 
to  meet  the  state  teacher  certifica- 
tion requirements  in  a field  she 
may  already  have  a degree  in  or  in 
an  entirely  new  field. 

Students  seeking  a degree  in 
business  or  education  will  find  classes 
offered  on  weeknights,  weekends  and 
weekdays.  All  other  majors  are  of- 
fered on  weekdays. 


The  college  will  offer  a number  of 
services  that  will  help  make  returning 
to  school  easier  and  more  rewarding 
for  adults.  Services  include  a 
Counseling  and  Testing  Center  to 
help  assess  students’  abilities  and  in- 
terests and  to  help  set  educational 
goals,  a Proficiency  Center  to  help 
adult  students  brush  up  on  rusty 
skills,  and  a Child  Care  Center  open 
both  daytime  and  evening. 

Unique  learning  options  incor- 
porated in  the  new  program  can  save 
students  up  to  two  semesters  of  class- 
room time.  Among  these  unique  op- 
tions are: 

•Prior  Learning  Assessments  - 
Course  credit  may  be  granted  bas- 
ed on  a student’s  knowledge  gain- 
ed through  jobs,  volunteer  work 
or  other  experiences. 

•Tutorials  - The  center  can  offer 
one-on-one  tutorial  sessions  (with 
authorized  tutors)  to  fit  a students 
schedule. 

•Internships  - Through  Wesleyan’s 
outstanding  internship  program,  a 
student  can  be  placed  in  an  ap- 
proved organization  or  business  to 
work  with  a sponsor  to  gain 
valuable  experience  while  earning 
college  credit. 

•Independent  Studies  - Wesleyan 
professors  will  guide  adult 
students  in  independent  studies  in 
fields  of  interest  suited  to  the 
students  individual  needs. 

•Wesleyan  accepts  CLEP  credit 
and  transfer  credit  received  at 
other  accredited  institutions.

Eugenia  Rawls  continued 
Henry  James,  Dickens,  Liszt, 
Mendelssohn,  Longfellow,  Tennyson 
and  Thackeray. 

Topically,  the  presentation  involves 
the  entire  spectrum  of  Fanny 
Kemble’s  life  - from  birth  in  1809  to 
her  debut  in  Convent  Garden;  her 
American  theatrical  triumph;  her 
marriage  and  life  on  a Georgia  plan- 
tation; the  breakup  of  her  marriage 
(during  the  Civil  War,  she  lived  in 
England  and  wrote  against  slavery  for 
the  Times  of  London);  and  her  return 
to  the  stage. 

Of  Affectionately  Yours,  Fanny 
Kemble,  it  has  been  said:  “What 
Holbrook  did  for  Twain,  Rawls  does 
for  Fanny  Kemble.” 

Eugenia  Rawls  made  her  Broadway 
debut  in  Lillian  Heilman’s  celebrated 
The  Children's  Hour,  followed  by  a 
role  in  The  Little  Foxes,  with 
Tallulah  Bankhead,  The  Great  Sebas- 
tians with  Alfred  Lunt  and  Lynn 
Fontanne,  The  Shrike  with  Jose  Fer- 
rer, Lillian  Smith’s  Strange  Fruit  and 
Noel  Coward’s  Private  Lives, 

In  1969,  the  British  Council 
presented  Miss  Rawls  in  England 
playing  alternate  dates  with  Dame 
Sybil  Thorndike;  and  in  1972  she  was 
the  first  American  actress  to  play 
Dublin,  Ireland’s  famed  Abbey 
Theatre.  She  also  brought  her  one- 
woman  show  Affectionately  Yours, 
Fanny  Kemble  to  Edinburgh,  and  to 
the  Bath  Festival. 

Accompanying  Miss  Rawls  to 
Wesleyan  will  be  her  husband, 

Donald  Seawell,  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Denver 
Center  for  the  Performing  Arts.  Mr. 
Seawell  is  a Governor  of  the  Royal 
Shakespeare  Theatre  in  England.  He 
is  the  chairman  of  the  Board  of  the 
American  National  Theatre  and 
Academy.  He  maintains  both  law  and 
production  offices  in  New  York  and 
London. 

At  the  conclusion  of  their  visit  to 
Wesleyan,  the  Sea  wells  will  travel  to 
North  Carolina  where  he  will  be 
honored  at  his  alma  matef.
